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How to make a Soup for 40 

a recipe / idea by @happeness 

I made this soup at a meetup. While people presented, I cooked the soup, the smell 
of home and warmth and yum permeating the the air. After the presentations, we 
shared the soup and chatted about the presentations. It is not important to actually 
follow this recipe, but proportions are helpful. Its also vegan / gluten-free / nut free. 

Equipment: . HUGE pot 

• Electric burner 

• Big metal ladle 

Ingredients: . 1 quart carrots (1 bag) 

• 1 quart celery (1 bag) 

• 2 quarts onions (1 bag) 

• head of garlic, cut 2 days earlier, cured 
inl/3-1/2 cup of olive oil in the meantime 

• 1 bunch parsley 

• several twigs of rosemary (1/2 small box) 

• 5 lb bag of potatoes (minus a few!) 

• 2 cups milk / non dairy milk (1/2 box) 

• 2 pitchers water 

• 2 cups nutritional yeast (or so) 

• 1/3-1/2 cup apple cider vinegar 

• one box mild veggie bullion cubes 

• a few tbs salt 

• spices like pepper, thyme, & paprika to taste, 
lemon rind or bay leaves might be nice!! 

• 2 28oz cans diced tomatoes 

• 2 28oz cans of pinto beans 

• 2 28oz cans of kidney beans 


Prep: Cooking at event means cutting all your veggies ahead of time, and using ad 
hoc measurement systems like “pitchers”. 

Directions: 

Saute garlic and oil with some salt, lightly. Add carrot, celery and onion and some 
more salt. Put lid on and let it sweat. Add rosemary and parsley. Mix in. Add rest of 
salt. Let it sweat some more. Box of bullion + 2 pitchers of water + vinegar. Mix and 
add potatoes and mix again. Put the lid on and let it simmer while you drain the 
beans. Add the beans and stir. Dump in the soy milk and nutritional yeast. More 
stirring. Add tomatoes and other spices. Simmer until potatoes are cooked. 

Serve with cornbread or with polenta for a gluten-free option.

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INTERLOPER: 


• Sit next to another person, preferably someone you don’t know. 

• Think of a time and a place. Invent it or recall it from a memory. 

o If you are stuck for an idea of a time or place, flip to a random page in this book. 
If the page number is odd, use something on that page as your place. If it’s 
even, use something on that place to describe the time. 

• Describe this time and place to the person next to you. 

o Tell them: “You are the Interloper; you are alone in a crowd in this place.” 

• Ask your co-player who they are and why they are in this place, in this crowd. 

• Decide how the crowd feels about the Interloper 

o Describe the faces in the crowd and how they look 
o Decide if the crowd wishes: 

■ To keep the Interloper among them; 

■ To cast the Interloper out; 

■ Or to beseech the Interloper to act on its behalf on a matter of great 
importance to them. 

■ If you need help, flip to a random page in this book: 

• Look for the first number on the page: If it’s 1-3, the crowd 
wishes to keep; if it’s 4-7, they cast the Interloper out; it it’s 
8-9, the crowd beseeches. 

o Describe the voices in the crowd and how they react to the Interloper. 

• Ask your co-player how they react to the crowd’s action: 

o If they are kept, will they try to escape? If so, how? 

■ If they are comfortable in the crowd and do not try to escape, they 
become part of the crowd and the game is over. 

o If they are cast out, will they resist? Or will they seek revenge? How? 

o If they are beseeched, will they undertake the task or rebuff the crowd? How? 

• If the interloper tries to escape: 

o Flip to a random page in this book. If the sentiment is hopeful or triumphant, the 
interloper escapes the clutching hands of the crowd. If the message is dark or 
defeated, the crowd swallows up the interloper and becomes one of them. 

• If Interloper resists being cast out: 

o Flip to a random page of this book. If the sentiment is powerful, the Interloper 
resists and in turn cows the crowd. The interloper rules, but will never truly be 
accepted. If not, tell your co-player how the Interloper becomes one of them. 

• If they seek revenge on the crowd for being cast out, ask your co-player how: 

■ If they seek to exceed the accomplishments or limitations of the 
crowd, this is the sweetest revenge. Describe this success. 

■ If they seek to destroy the crowd, describe mayhem and chaos. 

After this act, the Interloper is alone again. Describe a new time and 
place and play again. Consider switching who plays the Interloper. 

• If the Interloper undertakes a task for the crowd: 

o Flip to a random page in this book and describe a quest to attain, overcome, 
solve or defeat something on this page. Allow the Interloper to describe his or 
her triumphant return to the crowd. The crowd is thankful and wishes to keep 
the Interloper among them. How does the Interloper react? 

• If the Interloper rebuffs the pleas of the crowd: 

» co-player how the Interloper rebuffs their pleas. After the Interloper is 

satisfied, describe the Interloper wandering alone with his or her thoughts. 

Think of a new time and place the Interloper arrives at and start again.
